Our 
indices records indicate that there was another file pertaining 
to Mr. Barnett numbered 175-41. The information in this file was 
destroyed in accordance with routine procedures January 29, 1978.

Informant advised that on 9/8/64 the Americans for the Preservation 
of the White Race (APWR) held their regular meeting at the Lawrence 
County Court House, Monticello, Mississippi/ This meeting was held in 
the Court Room at the court house and some 125 persons were in 
attendance. He recalls that the following persons were present at this 
meeting: 



There were several other regular members that he can not recall at 
this time. There were several new faces in the group he does not know 
if they are new members or if they came to the meeting because it was 
held in the court house. , __

He informed that a MHMpHRankin County, Mississippi 
preached at the meeting^i^prea died aoout the negro and the fact that 
the Lord had put a curse on him is the reason he was "black". He report¬ 
edly preached out of the bible and referred to several chapters of 
scripture that backed his comments. 


In addition to the sermon there was a "Hill Billy Band" that furnished 
entertainment. He feels that this may have had some effect on the large 
attendance. 


A motion was passed to give $30.00 to some committee in Brookhaven, 
Mississippi. He does not know just what the contribution was for but 
thinks it is to be used by the State Officers of the APWR. Each unit 
was to have some representative at this meeting and the chairman was 
reported to be a Lawyer from ttsJaehKZ Natchez, Mississippi. He does not 
kn ow the name of the Lawyer but will try to get same.
